I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  of  Bollington  for  the  year  1958* 

I assumed  office  in  January  1959  and  I feel  that  you  would  not  wish 
me  to  comment  on  work  for  which  I had  no  responsibility,  therefore, 
this  report  is  factual. 

During  the  year  1958  there  v;as  a great  excess  of 
male  deaths  over  female  deaths,  whereas  during  the  year  1957  there 
was  a preponderance  of  female  deaths. 

There  was  little  infectious  disease  during  the  year 
and  most  of  it  was  mild.  Two  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were 
notified  and  the  total  number  of  cases  on  the  register  has  risen  to 
28. 


On  behalf  of  Dr.  Dugdale  and  Dr. Rich  I have  to  thank 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  interest  and 
help  they  have  given  to  the  department  and  also  the  Officers  of  other 
departments  for  their  help  and  co-operation.  Thanks  are  due  to  Mr. 
Uatson  and  llr.  Overbury  and  the  clerical  staff  for  their  loyal  and 
efficient  work  throughout  the  year.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  ray  Annual  Report  for  the  year 


The  pattern  of  routine  day-to-day  work  is  comparable  viuth 
previous  years.  The  one  subject  that  has  demanded  increasing  attention 
concerns  clean  air.  There  is  no  doubt  that  efforts  to  secure  improvements 
have  resulted  not  only  from  the  enactment  of  more  stringent  legislation 
in  the  Clean  Air  Act  195^,  but  from  grov;ing  public  demand. 

It  is  interesting  to  reflect  too  on  the  change  in  approach  by 
health  authorities  in  seeking  progress  in  all  branches  of  environmental 
hygiene  from  enforcement  to  advice  and  persuasion.  In  the  field  of 
industrial  atmospheric  pollution  the  attitudes  of  managements  and  health 
authorities  are  not  as  conflicting  as  vrauld  appear  - the  ultimate  aim  of 
full  efficiency  will  in  most  cases  automatically  result  in  the  elimination 
of  excessive  smoke  emission.  This  allov/s  scope  for  negotiation  between 
the  tv/o  sides  as  to  means  of  ataining  the  desired  aim.  This  tendency  is 
noticeable  in  other  aspects  of  our  work,  for  example  food  inspection,  drainage 
water  supply,  housing,  whilst  it  v/ould  be  idle  to  exaggerate  the  identity 
of  views  between  say  a landlord  and  a Council  Official,  the  approach 
by  explanation,  discussion  and  persuasion  has  been  found  to  result  in 
satisfactory  results,  particularly  in  a small  area  such  as  this  and 
has  left  a basis  of  understanding  which  is  of  lasting  value.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  Council's  Waterworks  is  in  the  Parish  of  Rainow  in  the 
Rural  District  of  Macclesfield  and  consists  of  five  boreholes  in 
Millstone  Grit,  two  of  which  at  Millbrook  form  the  chief  supply.  Of 
these,  one  borehole  has  produced  a very  great  percentage  of  the  area's 
requirements. 

The  v/hole  of  the  supply  is  chlorinated  at  source  before  being 
passed  through  service  reservoirs  into  the  distribution  system. 

The  Council's  Consultant  Analysts,  Messrs.  Melling  and  Ardern 
have  examined  ten  samples  during  the  year,  all  of  v/hich  were  satisfactory 
in  either  chemical  or  bacteriological  quality. 

No  Local  Authority  houses  were  constructed  during  the  year  as 
the  Council  had  still  not  decided  to  continue  a building  programme. 
Certain  private  residential  building  took  place  and  to  provide  for  this, 
extensions  of  v/ater  mains  were  laid  in  Shrigley  Road,  East  Avenue 
and  Barnfield  Road. 

Water  is  supplied  in  bulk  to  parts  of  the  parishes  of  Rainow 
and  Prestbury  in  the  Rural  District  of  Macclesfield. 

During  the  year  negotiations  have  continued  with  neighbouring 
authorities,  the  Borough  of  Macclesfield  and  Rural  District  Council  of 
Macclesfield,  on  the  subject  of  re-grouping  of  v/ater  authorities. 


DRAINAGE  AI'TD  SEWERAGE. 


The  majority  of  dwelling  houses  are  connected  to  the  public 
sower  and  the  treatment  of  sewage  is  undertaken  at  the  Council's 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Lowerhouse.  These  works  have  long  been 
inadequate  to  deal  satisfactorjLly  with  domestic  sev/age  and  the  Council 
have  been  in  negotiation  for  some  time  with  the  Macclesfield  Borough 
Council  as  to  the  reception  into  Macclesfield's  Butley  Sewage  ”'orks 
of  both  the  domestic  sewage  and  trade  effliient  from  Bollington. 

Points  of  disagreement  on  the  Draft  Agreement  bcteen  the  two  Councils 
were  still  unresolved  at  the  end  of  1958 •

SUBSTANDARD  PROPERTY, 

It  is  perhaps  an  opportune  time  to  review  the  action  taken 
regarding  Substandard  property  since  the  submission  by  the  Council  in 
August  1955  of  ifs  proposals  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  under  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act. 1954.  The  proposals 
which  were  formally  approved  by  the  Minister  in  January  195^ > covered 
167  houses  to  be  dealt  with  over  a lO-year  period.

Of  the  15  houses  dealt  v/ith,  13  have  been  demolished  and  the 
remaining  two  were  made  into  one  house  and  were  the  subject  of  major 
repairs  and  improvements,  a grant  being  made  by  the  Council  under  the 
Improvement  Grant  Scheme.  It  has  been  possible  to  deal  with  ! these  15  houses 
only  when  rehousing  difficulties  have  been  surmountable. 


The  last  programme  of  Council  House  building  was  completed 
in  1956.  There  is  no  possibility  of  making  serious  progress  in  full- 
filling the  Council's  proposals  as  to  substandard  houses  until  further 
houses  are  built.  The  Council's  present  proposals  to  build  bungalows 
are  unlikely  to  enable  more  than  a handful  of  listed  properties  to 
be  vacated  and  demolished.

The  interest  of  property  owners  in  Improvement  Grants  continues 
at  a low  level.  This  can  hardly  he  attributable  to  lack  of  information, 
as  this  would  soon  be  spread  around  a small  district  as  this  by  grant 
recipients. 

As  far  as  rented  property  is  concerned,  there  are  very  few  rented 
properties  in  the  district  v;hich  are  in  fact  relet  upon  vacation  - hence  the 
lack  of  interest  by  the  majority  of  ov/ners  in  long  term  planning  to  enhance 
the  value  of  their  houses.  A major  stumbling  block  to  a large  proportion 
of  owner  occupiers  in  Bollington  securing  all  the  modern  amenities  in  their 
houses  lies  in  the  physical  limitation  of  their  terrace  houses  to  four  rooms 
v/ith  neither  bedroom  large  enough  to  allow  sub-division  to  form  a bathroom. 
T-his  is  a problem  meriting  research,  as  many  of  the  properties  involved  are 
in  sound  structural  condition.

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It  v/ill  be  noted  that  an  additional  lino  has  been  added  to  the 
customary  table,  shoeing  the  corrected  percentages  of  carcases  affected 
with  Tuberculosis  after  the  exclusion  of  carcases  dealt  v/ith  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order  1938  and  the  Tuberculosis  (Slaughter  of  Reactors) 
Order  1950*  The  number  of  animals  submitted  to  one  of  the  private 
Slaughterhouses  under  these  two  orders  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  has  increased  from  36  in  1957  to  98  in  1958.  It 
is  understood  that  during  1958  the  Ministry  introduced  a two  year  free 
testing  period  in  this  area,  and  the  increased  number  of  reactors  being 
submitted  for  slaughter  will  doubtless  continue  beyond  the  period  under 
reviev/.

Milk. 

The  Bollington  Urban  District  forms  part  of  a specified  area 

in  which  only  4esi^a-ted-— milk,  may  he  sold  i.e,  ''Tuberculin  Tested" 
"Pasteurised"  and  "Sterilised"  milk 

One  sample  of  Pasteurised  milk  was  sampled  and  was  found  by 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  to  satisfy  the  Statutory  tests. 

Food  Poisoning.

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DUST  & SMELL  NUISAITCE  - GAS  UORZS. 


Dust. 

Reference  was  made  in  my  last  report  to  the  Council  having  agreed 
to  take  expert  opinion  as  to  the  pattern  of  dust  deposits  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Gas  Board  Experimental  Station  in  Princess  Street, 

This  decision  arose  from  the  long  history  of  complaints  of  dust 
nuisance  from  local  residents  and  in  particular  from  information  received 
from  the  Gas  Board  as  to  the  temporary  cessation  of  experimental  v/ork 
whilst  major  alterations  t'^  the  plant  v;ere  undertaken.  It  was  felt  that 
if  the  pattern  of  atmospheric  poiJ.uticn  during  this  cpjiosoent  period 
could  he  roughly  determined,  a good  basis  of  comparison  would  be  available 
in  the  event  of  a recurrence  of  complaints  from  householders. 

Sampling  was  carried  out  over  6 fortnightly  periods  during  the 
v/inter  months  and  was  discontinued  in  March  1958,  a little  after  the 
recommencement  of  the  experimental  v/ork,  which  basically  centres  round 
the  manufacture  of  briquettes  from  fine  coal  dust  and  pitch.  Fo  further 
series  of  samples  have  been  taken  as  no  complaints  as  to  the  recurrence  of 
the  nuisance  from  fine  dust  have  been  received  from  householders. 

Smell . 

T'feny  complaints  were  received  during  the  months  of  July  and 
August  as  to  obnoxious  smells  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Gas  Forks.  Investigations 
revealed  that  the  Gas  Board  were  experimenting  with  a new  type  of  retort 
for  carbonising  coals  and  that  in  the  early  stages  of  these  experiments 
crude  gas  was  discharged  into  the  atmosphere  over  fairly  lengthy  periods. 

Strong  representations  made  to  the  Gas  Board  resulted  in  the  alleviation 
of  this  source  of  nuisance. 

General . 

Arising  from  the  complaints  of  gas  emission,  conversations  took 
place  with  H.M. Alkali  Inspector.  He  confirmed  that  the  effect  of  the 
Alkali  Forks  Order 'I958  v/hich  came  into  operation  on  June  1st.  1958?  was 
to  bring  the  Gas  Forks  within  the  list  of  scheduled  v/orks  which  are  the 
responsibility  of  H.M.  Alkali  Inspectorate, 

'Thilst  closelinison  with  the  Alkali  Inspector  will  be  maintained 
in  the  event  of  further  complaints,  the  primary  responsibility  of  dealing 
v;ith  emissions  of  dust  and  effluvia  from  these  works  has  now  passed  from 
the  Council 

It  is  a fitting  moment  for  reflection  on  the  experience  gained. 

For  three  years,  strong  and  persistent  representations  have  been  made  by 
the  Council  and  its  officials  as  to  smell,  dust  and  noise  arising  from 
experimantal  e/ork  undertaken  at  the  Gas  ’’^orks  since  it  ceased  to  be  a 
producer  works.  In  response,  the  Gas  Board  have  m*ade  genuine  attempts 
to  improve  conditions  and  have  spent  considerable  capital  sums  to  this  end. 
Conditions  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Gas  Forks  are  never  likely  to  be 
completely  satisfactory  for  two  reasons  - 
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General  (Cont.) 


1.  The  unsatisfactory  geographical  location  of  the  works  in  relation 
to  domestic  property,  particularly  having  regard  to  the  fact  that,  hy  its 
very  nature,  experimental  work  is  concerned  with  new  processes,  the  health 
hac'.rds  of  which  cannot  al.ways  he  prophesied 

2.  The  prohibit ivo  cost  of  satisfactory  dealing  with  the  various 
effluents  from  the  experiaental  processes  on  what  is  only  a pilot  plant. 

Lying  hehind  these  particular  factors  is  the  reluctance  of  industry 
generally  to  match  the  expansion  or  alteration  of  their  production  processes 
v/ith  sufficient  provision  for  dealing  with  the  resulting  effluent  - smoke, 
sewage  etc. 

History  alone  will  reveral  the  significance  of  the  experimental 
projects  pioneered  at  the  Gas  /orks,  hut  it  is  doubtful  if,  in  this  instance 
any  more  than  any  other,  the  end  necessarily  justifies  the  means 

CLM  AIR  ACT  19^6 
Industrial  Premises . 

ITotahle  progress  has  been  made  generally  hy  operators  of  industrial 
boiler  plant  in  Bollingfcon  in  facing  up  to  the  stringent  new  requirements  of 
the  Clean  Air  Act. 1956?  which  became  fully  operative  as  from  June  1st. 1958. 

Early  in  the  year  a special  meeting  of  the  Health  Committee  met 
representatives  of  the  Bollington  Eraploye:c-s  Federation  to  discuss  the 
implications  of  the  Act.  Subsequently  detailed  plans  and  specifications 
'were  submitted  to  the  Council  covering  the  fitting  of  mechanical  stokers 
to  existing  boilers  at  one  of  the  local  mills.  These  proposals  were 
approved  and  it  is  understood  that  the  vrark  will  he  undertaken  early  in  1959 • 
There  was  further  progress  on  the  conversion  of  the  grates  at  the  largest 
installation  in  the  district,  though  a speeding  up  of  the  rate  of  conversion 
will  be  necessary  to  secure  early  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Bark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations  1958.  A new  boiler  installation 
has  been  put  into  operation  in  another  factory. 

Tentative  proposals  from  another  firm  suggest  that  1959  niay  see 
the  elimination  of  hand  firing  of  industrial  boilers  in  the  district  with 
the  exception  of  those  firord ’.vith  smokeless  fi^el. 

General . 

The  progress  being  made  in  the  reduction  of  atmospheric  pollution 
from  industrial  sources  is  such  that  the  Council  might  feel  the  time 
opportune  to  take  the  first  steps  in  dealing  with  the  domestic  sources  of 
pollution.  The  newly  developed  areas  in  the  ’lest  "'ard  would  appear  to  be 
the  most  appropriate  part  of  the  district  for  initiating  action  on  smoke 
control  areas. 
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RODEITT  CONTROL, 


The  Council  has  an  obligation  to  inspect  the  district  for 
infestations  of  rats  and  mice  and  to  carry  out  treatments  for  their 
extermination  on  their  ov/n  properties,  A part-time  Rodent  Operator  is 
employed  for  these  purposes  and  in  addition  he  londertakos  treatment  of 
vermin  at  private  dwelling  houses  free  of  charge  and  at  business  premises 
at  the  expense  of  the  occupiers. 

The  general  level  of  rat  infestation  in  the  district  is  very  low 
and  has  resulted  in  an  increase  in  attention  to  infestations  by  mice  . 
Both  types  of  infestation  can  now  be  speedily  and  effectively  dealt  with 
by  skilled  use  of  the  'Varfarin  poisons,
